house passed the soldiers bonus bill 
today over President Harding’s veto. 
The vote was 258 to 54, or fifty 
more than the necessary two thirds 
majority.

W hen the veto message was taken 
up by Representative Mondell of W y ­ 
oming, the Republican leader 
told 
the house the questions involved in 
the legislation had been considered 
for a long time; that members had 
had opportunity to study the presi­ 
dent's veto message 
and 
that 
he 
doubted if any votes would be chang­ 
ed or anything gained by extended 
debate. 
Anouncing that he, unlike the ma­ 
jority leader, proposed to stand by 
the president in this matter, Repre­ 
sentative Garrett of Tennessee, the 
Democratic leader, suggested 
that 
there be an hour's discussion. 
This 
was met with cries of “ vote, vote" 
from the Republican side and 
Mr. 
Mondell moved the pevious question 
which was adopted and the roll call 
started. 
Favorable action 
taken 
by 
the 
house had been looked for generally, 
but friends of the measure doubteu 
that they could muster in the senate 
the two thirds m ajority necessary to 
override the veto. 
The bonus bill was laid before the 
senate shortly after 2:30 o'clock and 
the president’s veto message read to 
the senate which already had been 
debating the question for more than 
an hour.

Rosh Hashanah, popularly 
called 
New Year, w ill be celebrated in all 
Jew ish synagogs the world over be­ 
ginning at sunset on Friday evening, 
September 22 and continuing till sun 
down on Saturday evening, the 23rd. 
Among the more orthodox Jew s a 
second day, Sunday, the 24th, is ob­ 
served as scrupulously 
as the first 
day. 
The Jew ish New Year initiates the 
ceremonial calendar of the Synagog 
and is interpreted in a purely spirit­ 
ual sense. 
This holiday is regarded 
by the Jew s as one of the two most 
significant holy days in their relig­ 
ion, ranking with the Day of Atone­ 
ment, which falls due ten days later, 
in sublimity of concept and signifi­ 
cance of intent. 
Unlike the secular 
New 
Year, 
which is designated to mark time, 
Rosh Hashanah is an occasion for 
each member of the fellowship of Is­ 
rael to put himself in harmony with 
God and fill his soul with new and 
better resolves for guidance in the 
future. 
In this conception 
the New Year 
becomes a Day of Judgment also. In 
fact this is one of several designa­ 
tions attributed to it. 
For, Judaism 
does not place the Day of Judgment 
after death, but in the midst of life 
and at the beginning of the religious 
year in order that each one may by 
self-examination and a new orienta­ 
tion obtain a better conception of his 
place in society and the duties in­ 
cumbent upon him l s American and 
Jew. 
The Biblical 
basis 
of 
the 
New 
Year is found 
in Leviticus 
23:24, 
where it is said: “ In 
the 
seventh 
month, in the first day of tho month 
shall be a solemn rest unto you, a 
memorial proclaimed with the blast 
of horns, a holy convocation." 
According to rabbmic legend New 
Year marks the anniversary of the 
creation of the world 
and 
conse­ 
quently this is supposed to be the 
5683rd year since the 
world 
was 
created. 
Of greater importance 
is i 
the intent of the legend wbt "h was to ! 
stress the significance of the day as 
marking the anniversary of all hu-1 
manity. 
Aside from attending solemn ser- 
vices in the synagog, the American 
Jewish people utilize the occasion to 
exchange greetings 
among 
friends 
and relatives, and by 
stregthening 
the binds of fellowship, unite with 
them to serve one another and their 
fellow citizens in love and justice.

Americans Heroic. 
A T H E N S , Sept. 20.— “ During 
my 
consulship at Salonia, I was bombed 
by Bulgars and Germans, and during 
my official career I have had many j 
rough experiences with subm arines! 
and fire, but never in my life have 
I seen anything like the Sm yra catas­ 
trophe," is 
the 
manner in which 
George Horton, the American consul 
general at Smyrna, in his 
first 
re­ 
marks of the disaster summed up to 
the Associated Press his experiences 
in Asia Minor. 
I 
Consul Geenral Horton explained 
that his official position prevented 
¡ his commenting on the incidents in 
I Smyrna. 
“ I canndt give an interview/’ 
he 
said, “ but it is my duty to speak of 
the splendid heroism and self-sacri­ 
fice 
of 
the 
Am erica 
colony 
in 
Smyrna. 
“ When the situation became dan­ 
gerous, I, in collaboration with Cap­ 
tain Arthur .J. Hepburn, 
chief 
of 
staff to Admiral Bristol, 
arranged 
for the safety of the American col- 
oy. 
I took over a theater in Smyrna 
and had it guarded by Marines. 
I 
told the members of the colony to 
come to the theater twice daily to re­ 
ceive the latest buletins on the situ­ 
ation. 
I summoned 
the 
principal 
members of the colony to discuss the 
general situation. 
“ Thousands of refugees in the des­ 
pairing city were absolutely hungry 
and destitute. 
Rufus W . Lane, 
an 
American, spoke upon one occasion 
and said that they had not eome to 
tL : ■meeting to look out for their own 
safety, but to look out for those of 
the starving 
people. 
Francis 
W . 
Blackley, another American agreed 
in this and gave 200 Turkisn i ounds 
to start a subscription list for 
the 
needy. 
“ W e started the vork of relief im­ 
mediately. 
The American firms con­ 
tributed the use of their automobiles 
and trucks. 
They never saw them 
again because they were completely 
burned up. 
Representative 
Ameri­ 
can members of the Y. M. C. A. and 
professors of the American college 
organized a central committee. W ith­ 
in an hour, while the automobiles 
were still in their possession, and 
with the stars and .tripes 'lying on 
their machines, they were all over 
the city i.dministering relief. 
Their 
first effort was made among Ameri­ 
cans. 
Their conduit was gsnerous 
and heroic even under the greatest 
difficulties. 
W e urged the American 
women teachers in the girls school 
of the Y. W . C. A to leave Smyrna 
but they refused until driven by the 
flames. 
“ The^e brave women labored un- ¡ 
ceasingly without food 
and 
sleep. 
Some are still there."

W arren S. Stone, head of the engi­ 
neers, and D. B. Robertson, fireman 
leader, stated in affidavits that mem- 
part ¡ t>ers ° f their organizations had been 
fired upon repeatedly and subjected 
to other forms of assault by railway 
guards. 
Judge Wilkerson 
Interrupting the

fense, raised the question of whether 
‘peaceful persuasion" by strikers 
to 
keep other workers from taking their 
places might not inevitably be follow­ 
ed by lawless acts and the suppres­ 
sion of peaceful persuasive methods 
be necessary to

Donold R. Richberg, defense attor­ 
ney, argued that

strikers

adopting such methods, should not 
be held accountable for some small 
proportion of lawless acts which ac­ 
companied the peaceful methods. 
Shop forces of 
the nation’s 
rail­ 
ways are 
gradually

their normal size, according to indi­ 
cations today. 
W hile some lines 
are 
restoring 
job¡^ 
to erstwhile 
strikers 
under 
terms of the Baltimore 
peace 
plan 
tor ending the shopmen’s strike, oth­ 
er roads holding aloof from the ar­ 
rangement with strike leaders, con­ 
tinued to recruit shop workers inde­ 
pendently.

Mr. Jew ell did not appear before 
Judge Wilkerson in person, but his 
attorneys read into the 
records a 
28-page affidavit in which Mr. Jew- 
ell recited the causes which fie main­ 
tained brought on the strike, detail­ 
ed the history of the various unsuc 
cessful peace conferences which pre- 
ceeded the agreement reached with 
some roads here last week, and de­ 
clared the union leaders had never 
countenanced violence. 
He declared that since August 2 
the railway executives have 
'main­ 
tained a lockout against them. 
“ To 
ah intents and purposes," Donald R. 
Richberg. attorney for the 
defense 
said, interrupting the reading of af­ 
fidavits. “ the strike ended August 2 
when the men told 
the 
piesident 
they accepted his plan of settlement. 
After that it was a lockout."

announced it 
would not allow claims 
of

mately $275,000 
filed 
against 
the 
county as a result of the killings. In 
making the announcement, the sup­ 
ervisors stated they had refused 
a 
claim of $2000 filed by undertakers 
who buried 13 of the riot victims. To 
allow the claims would be admitting

Condemns Child Labor In

Flighty foibles and the flippancy of 


the “ flapper," Secretary 
of 
Labor 
Davis declared today In addressing 
the American Insurance Union, are 
disturbing evils in the social fabric 
of the nation which must be over­ 
come. 
“ W e hear," Mr. Davis said, “ much 
of evil tendencies among our girls 
and boys, of erotic conversations and 
literature in our schools and homes, 
of the exhuberance of youth turned 
to outbursts of sophisticated 
senti­ 
mentality." 
The things that stirred “ every lat­ 
ent fear" in his “ heart and soul," and 
which had prompted him to concen­ 
trate his life and wcrk to tho servic­ 
es of childhood, he declared, were 
these: 
“ Two hundred and fifty thousand 
American babies snatched by death 
from their mothers breasts 
every 
year before they have had time scar­ 
cely to open their unseeing eyes up­ 
on the world about them. 
“ H alf a million children, so-called 
defectives and delinquents 
growing 
up almost totally neglected. 
“A million and a half 
American 
boys and girls bent beneath tne bur­ 
den of premature toil In mine and 
mill and factory before 
thev 
have 
sensed the duties and provisions of 
humanity. 
“ Thirty million American chidren, 
of school age, who even If they can 
win to the opportunity for education, 
face in our schools a false learning, 
an education that will not fit more 
than one in ten of them 
for 
the 
places they must occupy in life.* 
“ But more important yet," contin­ 
ued Secretary 
Davis, 
“ looms 
the 
problem of child Industry. 
Approxi­

On investigating a cause for this lo­ 
calized neuritis the only possibility 
appeared to be the wearing of a tight 
wristlet watch, which clearly could 
produce compression of the dorsal cu­ 
taneous branch of the ulnar nerve as 
it curved round the lower extremity 
of the ulna.

The report excited a week 
of debate when it was first broached, 
with the delegates sitting as a com­ 
mittee of the whole, and it was fin­ 
ally referred back to the judiciary 
committee, which made an effort to 
remove obstacles which seemed to 
stand insurmountably in the way of 
passage. 
Sections of this report waich excit­ 
ed special 
antagonism 
were those 
providing for a judiciary council to 
regulate proceedings in courts of rec­ 
ord, the reduction of the number of 
circuit courts to from 38 to 15, the 
abolishment cf the probate courts 
and the discarding of justices of the 
peace. 
The amended report of the 
judiciary committee gives the legis­ 
lature the veto power over decision 
of the judicial council, provides that 
there shall be as many justices of the 
peace as may be necessary in each 
county and that county commissions 
take the place of county courts Jan­ 
uary 1, 1927, when the county courts 
stall be made courts of record with 
probate powers. 
It is estimated that the report of 
the committee on taxatioL will not 
be ready for more than a week. The 
reporc it is anticipated, will require 
much discussion, as the problem of 
taxation is much before the people 
today. 
The report of the ministerial com­ 
mittee, propos.ng a budget for state 
finances 
is 
another 
report 
wi h 
which the convention will have to 
dial. 
It also seeks the reduction of 
the 70-odd hoards and commissions 
of the state government to twelve 
civil departments, with a view to eco­ 
nomy ln government. 
The report 
will probably claim much care and 
discussion, as will several other re­ 
ports. 
Members of the convention have 
declared that it Is almost certain that 
it will be in session wh n the Christ 
mas holidays will arrive.

N ew Y ork Skyline Seen F rom Brooklyn Bridge 
Jo h n A. Roebling. 
(In O r e l) — 


O 
NE of the periodic cries that 
the Brooklyn Bridge is not 
safe because of the terrific over­ 
crowding of trains and motor ve­ 
hicles having recently been stilled 
by the statements of engineers who 
know the facts, the whole pictur­ 
esque romance of the building of 
the bridge has been again recalled. 
When Col. Washington A. Roeb­ 
ling, who wove the great wire ca­ 
bles over plans made by his fa ­ 
ther, John A. Roebling, announced 
the other day that the bridge was 
good for many years to come, he 
spoke from a knowledge of long 
¡forgotten facts. 
He knew when 
he built it that it would be sub­ 
ject to overstrain in the future. 
And when he built into that first 
great bridge, which ushered in the 
Age of Steel Wire and preceded 
his wire cables for the \\ iiliams- 
burgh and Manhattan bridges over 
|the E ast River, a factor of safety 
far in excess of what timid imag­ 
inations could picture, he built for 
■centuries, not decades. 
The 
cables 
are 
made 
of 
19 
strands, each strand containing 
278 v/ires, continuous like yarn in 
a skein nearly 200 miles long. The 


wires are not twisted, but laid 
pararellel and continuous and then 
bound together. 
And the oblique 
storm braces that radiate like a 
web from the top of the towers on 
each side to 400 feet of the bridge 
floor beneath are calculated to bear 
the whole weight of the bridge for 
that distance if necessary. 
They 
are small, but the same engineers 
that made possible these great 
modern suspension bridges manu­ 
factured them and set them in 
place. 
It took from 1870 to 1883 to 
build the Brooklyn Bridge, so it is 
now forty-nine years old. 
Since 
the days when it was started the 
Roebling plant from its initial 
shops at Trenton, N. J., has spread 
to Roebling, 10 miles farther down 
the Delaware. 
Col. Roebling still directs the 
work of his company. 
Part of it¿ 
war service consisted of tho 80,- 
000,000 feet of Roebling wire ca­ 
ble, now reposing on the floor oí 
the North Sea, which was once r, 
part of the mine barrage. 
Tho 
Adriatic Barrage, which was read;» 
for laying when the war ended 
took over 12,000,000 feet more.

000 in highway bonds to New York 
and $1,000,000 of the same to SL 
Louis today will, he estimates, effect 
a considerable saving to the state. 
To deliver the bonds by registered 
mail, insured would have cost $425, 
according to his figures. 
Delivery 
in person will save probably more 
than 
one-fourth 
of 
this 
amount, 
and, Mr. Thompson feels, will as­ 
sure the prompt arrival of the bonds 
at their destination. 
They were 
purchased from the state Sept. 1 
for delivery Sept. 
20. 
Proceeds 
from their sale will be used in be­ 
ginning 
the 
construction of 
$60,- 
000,000 worth of roads in Missouri. 
Mr. Thompson was careful not 
to reveal the time of his departure 
from Jefferson City with the valu­ 
able documents. He only stated that 
they would be delivered on time at 
their destination. 
Besides the cost of sending by In­ 
sured mail, Mr. Thompson wished 
to 
avoid 
all 
possible 
delay 
which sending the bonds by mail 
might have entailed. 
The signing 
by the governor, the secretary of 
state, the treasurer and the audi­ 
tor and the stamping of the bonds 
was not completed until Sept. 18. 
According to the rules of the com­ 
pany with which the state insures 
valuable mail, not more than $1,* 
000,000 
worth 
of 
bonds 
may 
be 
shipped on one train, and more than 
$50,000 in bonds may not be wrap­ 
ped in a single package. 
The ship­ 
ment on five separate trains and 
the preparation of 
100 
packages 
would have required the loss of con­ 
siderable time. 
Furthermore, 
the 
registration 
of

would alone have cost $65. 
The in­ 
surance would have cost $350t ac­

to 
Mr. 
Thompson’s

mate. 
The treasurer, auditor, secretary 
of state and governor were at work 
on signing the bonds, a part of each 
day for three days. 
The signatures 
would have been completed sooner 
had not the state political conven­ 
tions and meetings of the board of 
equalization intervened. 
The $15,000,000 of soldiers’ bonds 
w’ere delivered in St. Louis by mes­ 
senger at a cost of $206, though It 
would have cost $1,200 to deliver 
them by mail or $4,200 by express. 
The rate which the state pays for 
insurance on mail is seven cents 
per $1,000 value. 


REPORT GIVEN ON 
HONEY PRODUCTION 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 20. 
—Missouri bees amassed 
12DOO.OOO 
pounds of honey between Jan. 1 and 
SepL 1, 1922, according to E. A. Lo­ 
gan and Jewell Mayes of the Feder­ 
al-state Crop Reporting Service. The 
average production 
was 60 pounds 
per hive for 200,000 colonies. 
At an 
average price of 20 cents per pound 
the honey was worth $2,400.300. 
“Honey bees did well throughout 
the state until July,’ 'a report issued 
by Mr. Logan and Mr. Mayes states, 
“but 
during 
August 
the 
general 
drought reduced the honey flow, and 
in many sections bees 
were 
com­ 
pelled to exist on previously stored 
supplies. 
In a few cases, keepers 
have had to feed. 
“The heaviest production is found 
in the northwest, with yields 
from 
60 to 150 pounds 
per 
colony, 
but 
throughout the northeast, 
eastern 
and southern portion of the state the 
yields run from 30 to 48 pounds. 
“The present condition of colonies 
is high, being 94 percent noriul, with : 
honey plants at 
75 percent. 
The 
best condtions prevail in northwest 
and north-central 
Missouri, 
where 
rains have been frequent 
in 
the 
eastern dry sections conditions are 
unfavorable 
to 
fall 
honej 
flow, 
though rains of the last 
few days 
may help. 
Fall plants are just be­ 
ginning to blossom on account of de­ 
layed moisture. 
“Most all the honey production is 
sold locally, and prices range from 
20 cents per pound for extracted to 
23 cents for comb honey. 
Comparit- 
ively little honey is sold in whole­ 
sale quantities by Missouri produc­ 
ers. 
“Recent inquiry discloses that the 
1920 cenusus did not secure by any 
means all the colonies in Missouri, 
* because of the omission 
of 
many 
hives in the country. Instead of 158,- 
000 hives included there should have 
been approximately 200,000, or near­ 
ly the same as ten years ago. 
“Bees are comparatively 
fcealthy 
at this time,’’ the report concludes, 
“only a few cases of moths and dis­ 
eases being mentioned, and n decid­ 
edly increased 
interest is manifest­ 
ed In bee kepíng.”

BEIRKÜT. Syria. Sept 20.—The 
public of 
this city

strike 
against excessive street car 
fares, 
and the local tramway company, in­ 
stead of taking in $4000 a day. now 
collects not more than 
$100 daily.

ERBERT HOOVER says: “The 
motor truck has given every 
town an extended radius of 
food supply by some 50 miles, and 
thereby protects such vital matters as 
milk and perishables.”

SCIENCE AND PEACE. 


: 
The German “gliders,” those marvelous 
motorless airplanes which soar like birds 
and remain for hours in the air, have made 
¿4arge part of the world nervous. 
“The 
German bent for the combination of scien­ 
tific research with 
actual manufacture,” 
remarks the London Times, “is again at 
work and may again be dangerous. 
What 
was more harmless, or indeed more to the 
advantage of international 
industry, than 
that German organizations should turn the 
scientific curiosities of coal-tar chemistry 
into the manufacture of 
synthetic dyes? 
And yet, as we know now, the transforma­ 
tion gave Germany a stranglehold on an 
important industry, and, in its secret mili­ 
tary developments, nearly led to the ruin of 
the civilization of the world. 
And what 
more delightful than that the 
Germans 
should develop the novel and exciting sport 
of ‘sail-planing’ and should elaborate deft 
and beautiful toys which any of the five 
hundred aeroplanes our air ministry has 
ordered, or is about to order, might swoop 
down upon and crush out of existence at 
any moment? 
But what if the toys should 
show the way in which new weapons may 
be made, and the knowledge and skill ac­ 
quired in seemingly trifling pursuits should 
establish principles and develop types of 
which the military application might not be 
revealed to us until possibly too late? 
Doubtless the public will be told that our 
air ministry is patching the German and 
French experiments with ‘gliders/ But the 
fact remains that they are German and 
French 
and 
not English. 
Although we 
have an air ministry and air marshals, air 
doctors and air barracks we have little or 
no research in aeronautics.” 
Who can say that the anxiety which tñe 
Times is at no pains to conceal is ground­ 
less? 
But what is to be done about it? 
It 
happens that the science of war has chang­ 
ed radically in many respects, and that one 
of the most important changes is found in 
the fact that nowadays some of the most 
potent of the instrumentalities of war are 
also necessary instrumentalities of peace. 
Constructed for peaceful uses, they can al­ 
most in a twinkling be converted into war 
weapons; yet to forbid their construction 
by the Germans would be to prohibit the 
German people from ever getting on their 
feet economically and commercially. 
The 
moral should be of interest to those who be­ 
lieve that in this age, when chemists, elec­ 
tricians, biologists and inventors are rap­ 
idly supplanting generals and tacticians as 
the real war-makers a nation like Germany 
cah be held down permanently by force. 


lor a Northwestern teacher and his wife to 
live on comfortably in the expensive en­ 
vironment of Evanston and with the social 
duties and cultural obligations developing 
upon them, so the dean declares. 
To make both ends meet under the con­ 
ditions faced by young faculty couples the 
teachers, it appears, has to do outside tutor­ 
ing or “literary potboiling,’* and his wife 
sometimes even has to work as a clerk in a 
store. 
But if the teacher is a bachelor he 
can do tutoring 
and 
potboiling without 
being able to point the finger of rebuke at 
the institution. 
And if the young woman 
with whom he may have had a youthful 
‘‘affair” has to continue clerking in single 
blessedness she can have the satisfaction of 
feeling that she has not disgraced her hus­ 
band, if not also that she is serving well her 
employer and the public. 
It is all simple 
and easy. 
To become 
an 
assistant 
professor at 
Northwestern, a rank high enough to carry 
with it a salary sufficient to keep the wolf, 
the potboiler and the clerkship from the 
door of the married couple, a man must, it 
appears, have obtained a Ph. D. degree, 
that is, he must, have spent time enough in 
special study to have passed the age when 
many young men marry. And perhaps hav­ 
ing attained the age and the degree he may 
not get the assistant 
professorship 
after 
all; and the waiting sweetheart may no 
longer be waiting. 
That is the other side 
of the shield. 
What Northwestern University has suc­ 
ceeded in doing, through Dean Fickenger’s 
announcement, is to call attention again to 
the inadequacy of the pay of college teach­ 
ers below the rank 
of professor and to 
bring up the question of living standards 
and social requirements of faculty mem­ 
bership. 
It has suggested that, at Evans­ 
ton at least, “plain living and high think­ 
ing” are no longer treasured ideals. 
A 
good many people will feel that a young 
man of exceptional scholarly attainment 
and gifts as a teacher with a wife able to 
help him with understanding sympathy— 
even if she has to help also in the breadwin- 
ning— might serve the college well even if 
the clothing and the social activity of him­ 
self and his wife were only such as people 
not associated 
with college circles at 
Evanston find sufficient for comfort, self 
respect and the making and keeping of 
good friends. 
The dean’s announcement is periliously 
near to an announcement of snobbishness. 
It is a denial to a class of young men of high 
purpose and fine attainment of a right to 
share on ordinary terms in the life of their 
fellows in the world at large and in accord­ 
ance with the circumstances of the average 
citizen. 
He puts them in a class apart, a 
position which it is safe to say that a good 
many of them, and not to their discredit, 
will decline to accept. But it is true enough 
that they ought to get more pay.

TO BE ESTABLISHED 


By the Associated Presa. 
CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 
2d—The 
plan of establishing national forests 
in the 
Appalacfcain 
mountains 
of 
Virginia, Tennessee, North Carolina, 
Kentucky, W est Virginia and south­ 
ern Pennsylvania, proposed by 
the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, Is 
being taken up by similar organiza­ 
tions in the south, 
the 
local 
body 
reports. 
The converting of vast tracts 
of 
land in this region into playgrounds, 
located more conviently to persons 
of the east than most of the national 
forests and parks 
of 
the 
country, 
will be explained in communications 
to be sent throughout the south by 
the Cincinnati organization. 
The basis of the 
plan 
will 
be 
building 
and 
improving 
roads 
through these preserves, designating 
camp sites w'ith necessary sanitary 
arrangem ents, clearing the tim ber to 
stim ulate grow-th of the forests and 
protecting the watersheds to estab­ 
lish a system of flood prevention.

2,000,000 acres 
are 
available

James W. Han­ 
bery, came back, through war’s worst 
hell, to the woman who waited at 
home for him. He’s a newspaper re­ 
porter now, In Omaha. And the other 
day “Big Jim ” was summoned to Fort 
Crook, near Omaha, ana in the pres­ 
ence of a thousand or more American 
Legion buddies and 
Hanford 
Mac- 
Nider, national 
commander 
of 
the 
American Legion, and other notables, 
the Distinguished Service cross was 
pinned on his b reast 
A letter from Gen. John J. Pershing, 
and one from Gov. Henry Allen of 
Kansas, were read, praising “Big Jim" 
for magnificent heroism. And the story 
was told again of how he fought his 
way back, dangerously wounded, to 
life, and back home again to the wife 
who held to the faith he would return. 
Lieutenant Hanbery’s act was clean­ 
ing out a German machine gun nest 
at Chateau Thierry. He and his men 
went forward In bayonet charge. All 
but 12 of the platoon were killed or 
wounded. “Big Jim" was wounded In 
the he?*-,, and his right arm paralyzed, 
but he kept on going, refusing medical 
attention, 
but 
insisting 
that 
his 
wounded men be looked after. He led 
a brilliant charge, personally captur­ 
ing two of the German guns. 
Ile sustained wounds In the head, 
right thigh and left arm. He crawled 
Into a shell hole and w-as unconscious 
eight hours. When he recovered con­ 
sciousness he bound 
up 
bls 
own 
wounds and tried to help two other 
wounded men In the same hole—but 
they were killed by shells. 
Then he tried to "dig In." But he 
was seen by a German gunner, and 
was hit a few more times. He “played 
’possum," until the firing ceased. He 
tried to signal the attention of an 
American flyer, but a German air­ 
man, 
instead, saw him, 
and 'came 
swooping down, opening fire on the 
wounded officer with a machine gun. 
He “played ’possum" again. 
And two hocvs later he crawled out 
of his hole an* started, slowly, In 
agony, to crawl to the American lines. 
He couldn’t walk. He rolled, crawled, 
pushed his way along inch by inch. A 
German sniper shot at him every time 
he 
rolled 
over, 
and 
added 
more 
wounds to his total. 
Finally the 
sniper got him with a bullet through 
the right thigh, and “Big Jim" fainted. 
He was picked up the next day and 
sent to a hospital. 
He was uncon­ 
scious 52 hours, and for a month his 
Identity lost. 
The W ar department 
cabled his wife 
in 
Pittsburg, 
and 
parents In Enid, that he was dead. 
Then the sendees were held. 
But two months later Mrs. Hanbery 
received a letter from “Big Jim," from 
a 
hospital 
in 
France. 
After being 
brought hack to fhe States he was 
many months in .he hospital. When 
he was able to get out he went to 
Omaha and became a newspaper re­ 
porter. When he enlisted, at the very 
start of the war, he was a teacher In 
the State Normal school at Pittsburg. 
It was with Company L. Flft.v-nlnth 
infantry, he went to France, and from 
the start he was called “Big Jim” be­ 
cause of his height—6 feet 2 inches 
In his bare feet.

the 
next morning several letters were re­ 
ceived from nearby firms. 
One of 
the leading New England manufac­

ings for his goods; one in Mexico 
and the other in Columbia.

new- “sell-it-by-air” 
service 
should 
appeal particularly to the ouioftown

York, 
San Francisco, Chicago, 
New 
Or­ 
leans and other leading cities. 
“For 
example," says this executive, “there 
are many m anufacturers

in radio w’ho wish to sell abroad but 
w'ho are prevented from keeping in 
constant touch 
by frequent

and telephone calls w'lth tho trade 
openings reported to the government 
agents. 
As the radio stations reach 
many outlying cities It would seem 
that this service should be pf espec­ 
ial value to more distantly situated 
business men within a wide radius.”
